“‘HE KEPT US OUT OF WAR 


‘‘War in the East, Peace i the West. Thank 
God for Wilson!’? Who does not recall the 
campaign slogan of the Democrats in 1914 
when they were urging the people to continue 
them in control of Congress in order that 
the party’s counsels might not be divided; 
the Mexican situation at that time was acute. 
President Wilson had refused to recognize Hu- 
‘erta—the ‘strong ma of Mexico—and. encour- 
‘aged: his opponents. Ambassador Wilson and 
* President Wilson hod! disagreed on the Mex- 
ican polciy annd ‘the former had resigned 
July 4, 1913, the president thereafter main- 
taining his communication with Mexico 
’ throngh personal representatves without dip- 
lomati¢ rank. On August 27th the president 
announced this policy of ‘‘watchful waiting”’ 
to congress. Carranza and [luerta were at 
war for control of the Republic. France and 
Germany were ¢onrerned regarding the safety 
ef their nationals; Benton, a British subject, 
ion «was killéd Febroary 18, 1914. France and 
--Seeaahy and Great Britain kept warships in 
the gulf waters and were prepared to ordpr 
landings. American citizens in Mexico were 
pleading for the protection of the Stars and 
Stripes. They were told by the administra- 
tion that they were at their own risk; many 
of them were removed from dahger zones by 
British and German war vessels. 
On April 19, 191+, several U. S. marines 
_ who had gone whore to buy gasoline for 
es ships’ launches, were arrested by the Mexi- 
cans. They were finally released, but Admiral 
Mayo demanded a salute to the Amiticat flag, 
which was refused by Huerta. President Wil- 
son then ordered a fleet to Vera Cruz, a force 
of marines was landed and 18 Americans 
were killed. But the salute was never given. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Wilson, Carranza 
was placed at the head of the Mexican gov- 
ernment and he soon proved to be the most 
treacherous foe this country had in Mexico. 
But the congressional campaign was on in 
the United States, the Underwood tariff had 
put the Democrats in disfavor with the peo- 
ple, and some issue must be found to distract 
their attention. That ‘issue’ was peacé—even 
if without ‘honor. It brought home thé bacon. 
Again in 1616, a presidential campaign, was 
on. The insults heaped on America are mat- 
ters of history wherein the Lusitania sinking 
registers a climax which was tamely submit- 
ted to. But again an issue was vitally neces- 
sary to the Democrats and the country was 
told that “He Kept Us Out of War.’ The 
people were solemnly assured that the election 
“Of Hughes would mean war with Germany, 
while the election of Wilson would be a perfect 
guarantee of peace. The issue served its pur- 
pose. Yet, in 1919 the Democratic leaders ad- 
mitted that in 1916 they knew the situation 
would go to war with Germany. 

On both these occasions there was an ardent 
desire for peace, no doubt. ‘‘We must be 
eutral even in thougit.’’ But in the Near East- 
ern embroglio just ended the administration 
and the state department have been utterly 
swamped by the bellicose demands of those 
who one month ago were staging a ‘‘no more 
war’’ day, that we go to war with Turkey ‘‘at 
once, regardless of cost.’’ The administration 
has refused to be stampeded and it now looks 
as if the storm clouds had blown over.

The nation can spare the millions that will 
be required to raise the wages of the common 
laborers of the maintenance of way depart- 
ment of the railroads. It can turn over this 
money and a lot moref*with better grace than 
it can pay the salaries of officials, the great 
sums used in speculation and the charges put 
upon the transportation systems by pata- 
sites Se 

It is a revelation to some people that any- 
one now working on a railroad should draw 
so little at $2.50 a day. But that is all a track 
digger could expeet under the wage scale 
that prescribes 23 or 25 cents an hour. And he 
would have to work ten hours a day to get it. 
Two and three cents an hour increases mean 
only 16 and 24 cents a day added to the pay 
of a man working the accepted eight ‘hours. 
Who can maintain a decent standard of liv- 
ing at that rate? We know of some who can’t 


‘evén do it on three to five times as much. 


There is a lower limit to wages, if Ameri- 
can standards are to be maintained. Among 
the higher levels, there ean be set up some 
agreement between the workers worth and his 
hire without cutting him down below the point 
where he can live.
